A. WE are to conſider the heed 
Heart of Jew under two 
| eren aſpects; on one ſide as a 
Heart full of love and breathing, we - 
may ſay, nothing but the ſalvation of 
mankind ; on the other ſide, as a 
Heart that 1s offended, inſulted and 
deſpiſed by unthinking man, by fin- 
ners void of all ſenſe of gratitude 
and unaffected by his love. The in- 
clination of this adorable Heart to 
reconcile man to God, and earth to 
Heaven, muſt raiſe in us ſentiments 
of the moit ardent love, and feelings 
of the greateſt ſorrow to diſpoſe us 
for a reparation of the wrongs and 
outrages it daily ſuffers.

Of this fort are prayers, novenas, 
confeſſions, and communions, viſits 
to Jeſus Chrift 1 in the bleſſed Sacra. 
ment, aſſociations, confraternities, 
faſting, penances, and generally all 
pious and edifying acts, which are 
performed to honour the . adorable 
Heart of our bleſſed Redeemer. 
Whereupon it is not amiſs to ob- 
ſerve, that we muſt not ſo reſt and 
depend on theſe outward practices, 
as to perſuade ourſelves, that if we 
have but performed them, we have 
thereby fulfilled all juſtice. This 
would be confining the whole ſyſtem 
of Devotion to bare and empty ce- 
Temonies. Much leſs ought they to 
be conſidered as a claim to impu- 
nity for one's faults, or as a ſecurity 
of a future converſion after having 
long flighted Almighty Gad's grace. 
This would be a groſs illuſion, and 
vate abuſe ever ive by true 
devotion 
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devotiori.: But on the other hand, 
becauſe devotion is miſuſed, it is no 
reaſon why it ſhould be condemned 
or ſuppreſſed; for the beſt things 
are liable to be miſuſed.
